who marched to the public square 
where they tired throe volleys a« 
a signal to thn troops, who at 
once forced an entrance "utfa t3?e 
armory and arming themselves, 
joined the seamen. 


Several hundred strong,'the re- 


bels proceeded to Santa Clara con- 
vent from which they drove out 
thi' nuns, ordcriiijr them to.-leavu 
fin' island. The nuns fled to Hung 
Skong.

House, 


before which they mounted a can- 
non.

There is a growing demand in 


thio town for coal. People are. 
burning coal now who have been 
turning red oak wood and pine 
knots all thuir liven. There arc 
tto more red oak, or post oak, or 
white oak, or blaek jack, and pine 
knots. Th«y are probably to be 
found further back from the town 
l>nt th«< people who are hauling 
them to town find that it is a good 
deal of trouble, and they arc 
eharging about twice the price 
that such truck sold for a few 
yearn ago. The price of wood go- 
ing u» every year has put more 
Iteorle to buying coal, which is a 
good deal cheaper for heating pur- 
poses, at present prices. 


If a couple of cold days were 


to come together, with a touch of 
snow and ice, it would cost the 
average amily a load of wood cv- 
•*iy twenty-four houra, which in 
3»«s instances amounts to a cou- 
ple of dollars.
